Frequent thefts of rifles from British Stolen from British soldiers in this country, observes 


soldiers in India. that seeing that no man excepting the military can 


make use of this kind of gun, it is clear that the stolen 
rifles are carried to some foreign country. But it is very probable that the soldiers 
themselves, especially those who are shout to get their names struck off the roll, 
sell their own rifles, and give out that they are stolen. And they havea very 
good inducement to do this: when they lose a rifle and are not able to satisfactorily 
explain how this happened, they are ong required to pay only Rs. 34, the actual 
cost of the gun, whereas it easily sells for Rs. 80, and the Afghans willingly pay 
Rs. 200 or even Rs. 250 for it. These are no doubt mere conjectures ; but they are 
so reasonable that the Government would do well to take them into consideration 


and adopt measures to stop the so-called theft of rifles which has become so fre-

and direct the. complainant to seek redress in Court. Suppose the place where the 
offence has been committed lies at a distance of (say) 10 or 12 miles from the nearest 
Court of a Magistrate, or there happens to be several days’ holiday in the Court 
so that by the time the complainant takes out a summons or warrant for the 
offender, the latter absconds with the spoil of his offence, leaving the poor com- 
plainant in the lurch. To prevent professional cheats from carrying on their 
nefarious business with such impunity, it is absolutely necessary that their offence 
be made cognizable by the police ;_ or at least the latter, in cases such as illustrated 
above, be empowered to make a summary inquiry ; and in the event of there bein 
sufficient ground to presume that the offence has been committed, to summon the 
accused and ascertain his name, residence, &c., and if there is a likelihood of his 
absconding, to require him to give a security ; failing which to send him up to the 
Court under proper custody.

If the uneducated masses are incited to commit disturb- 

ances at the instigation of the educated, they are likely to follow suit with the latter 

still more readily when they have themselves received education. But no; the absence 

of education in the low people is not the cause of the disturbances: the latter are 

the necessary outcome of the English mode of education and administration of jus- 

tice. If the low people are to be educated, they should be instructed in the princl- 

ples of agriculture and manufacture, and special schools opened for the purpose, 80 

that they might usefully apply their newly-acquired Knowledge to their ancestral 
occupations.
